China has mafle great efforts in the 


last few years to "bring her army nnd 
navy nearer the standards of those of 
western nations, says the Now York 
Tribune. 
The total strength of the 


army is about six hundred thousand 
men, of whom more than two hundred 
thousand are permanently stationed 
for the garrison of the city of Peking, 
tho others being scattered throughout 
the various provinces of the empire, 
besides these there is an ill-formed 
organisation, which might "be called a 
militia, whlcJi gets small pay and never 
serves with the colors. The discipline 
of the army is good, and so far as mill 
tury punishments are concerned there 
is hardly a more stringent organiza 
tlon in tho world. As a fighting force 
however, in tho opinion of most foreign 
military^ men, the Chinese army haa 
never counted for much. Hut the las 
few years may have, rondo a great dii 
ferenco in this regard, as the Amcrl 
can, German and English oflicers em 
ployed by the government have don 
all in their power to effect prope 
changes. 


In addition to the troops mentioned 


there arc tho various provincial force 
which are enlisted, paid and controllcc 
by tho viceroys of the provinces an 
mandarins of tho cities in which the 
may bo quartered. These are know- 
as the Army of the Green Standard, in 
contradistinction to the Manchu divi- 
sions—the real Chinese soldiers, divided 
into red, white. Ijlue nnd yellow divi- 
sions, so-called from the oolor of their 
battle flags. 


The arms of most of these troops 


were until recently of the most primi- 
tive types, and consisted principally of

The navy is a different stump from 


the army, and the sailors have been 
longer under the influence of foreign 
oilieers. 
They are also more trust- 


worthy. Separated as they ure from 
the in tlnences which surround the mr.n 
on shore, the sailors are free from the 
temptations and conspiracies which 
have undermined the troops. The class 
of men employed on the vessels is also 
better. The naval otllcers have been 
educated in the various naval acad- 
emies by foreign instructors, and are, 
taught and discipled according to tho 
systems in vogue in the fierviee of the, 
United States, England and France. 


The imperial government supports 


three naval colleges for the education 
ot cadets or otlicers — one 
at

GREAT PRESENCE OF MIND. 


A Torrlblo Catastrophe Averted IJy a Vub- 


Uo Kpcnker'a Solf-l'ontral. 


Ono at tho "sights" of Philadelphia, 


fifty years ago, wus u lungiiiUccut 
Chinese museum, whose treasures, col- 
lected by Mr. Dium, n muiiifloent nier- 
chatit, wcro displayed Iu a building 
erected on tho silo on which now stands 
the Continental hotel. Over tlio nm- 
Bouin wus a long, narrow upper rn. ?m, 
about thirty-five feet high. U was a 
public hull, used for lectures and con- 
certs, and with It was associated!! most 
remarkable Instance of presence "f 
mind. A correspondent of the London 
Spootiitor tells the thrilling story. 


In the central part of this immense 


auditorium were collected ono evening 
about three thousand persons. 
At 


about nine o'clock, the manager of the 
building caiuo to the leader of tli« 
meeting, white with affright, ar.d told 
him thut the floor hud sunk nearly a 
foot, and that (11 a few minutes more 
tho tenons of tho joists might be out of 
their sockets. 


Tho floor would then fall through 


onto the Chinese museum, uud the 
walls, sixty foot iu height, would col- 
lapse und bo precipitated, with tho 
roof, upon tho asscmblv. 


The loader explained to the person 


whom tho audience expected next to 
hoar, that by addressing the assembly 
from tlio end of tho hall, ho could with- 
draw the company from the sunken 
part of the lloor to that where the 
front walln strengthened tho Joists to 
benr the weight of the people. 


Tho reply lo this was thut his own 


family was (n tho audience, aud thut 
he must get them out flrst. "You shiiU 
noiV'said tho leader; "a hint of danger, 
a rush, aud we shall all bo under the 
fallen walls and roof. Five minifies* 
delay may kill us altogether." 


As a boy In the audience I well re- 


member my surprise at seeing the 
louder suddenly appear at the fur front 
of the room, und tell the people that 
they would next bo addressed from 
where ho stood—the organ-loft.

tho audience turned anil mox-ed to tho 
front, tho flooring rosi) wlx Incline. 


Tho people wore entertained partly 


by an impromptu sentimental song ill 
a voleo without a quaver, in the very 
fnco of death, nnd na soon as practica- 
ble they were quietly dismissed.

CHINESE WARRIORS. 


rrHcllemff with Dowa aud Arroirt-llouib

BhoiiB rule a with siua. 


Rov. W. E. Crocker, who \voiit.from 


Louisville as a Chinese missionary, 
writes of the war In Clilua as follows, 
Bays tho Louisville Courier-Journal: 
"Just outside tho city of Chtng Chow 
Fu Is a garrison of Tartar soldiers. As 
I walked on tho wall one day I saw 
some bows and arrows! Just think, 
bows nnd orrowa In this day of repeat- 
ing riiles and Krupp guns! 


"Tho. governmont of China Is not 


Chinese, but Tartar. Over three hun- 
dred years ago u Chlnamuu by tlie 
name of Ll drove the last emperor of 
tho Ming dynasty from his throne Iu 
Pekln. This emperor was sent beyoud 
the great Chineso wall to the nation of 
fierce. Tartars, who lived In tents aud 
engaged In much war. The Tartar 
king came down and drove out Mr. Li, 
and instead of reinstating the rightful 
emperor, took tho throne himself. Do 
ordered the Chineso men to shave tho 
front part of their heads aud plait their 
hair Into a cue, and the women to un- 
blud theirs. 
Tho men obeyed, tho 


women did not. The Tartar women do 
not bind their feet, und the court 
ladles and most of the soldiers' wives 
ure Tartars. So really China is a sul>- 
Jeet nation to on outside power. There 
is very little connection between the 
government and the people. Tho pres- 
ent emperor has just recently como of 
ago and some think that he will lie fa- 
vorable to many reforms in China. Uo 
Is studying English, und bus inter- 
course with the representative:* from 
foreign governments. China has no 
conscience, and until the name of Jesus 
shall tench them to have a conscience 
no kind of reform or advance In science- 
can help them. They havo fine silver 
mines, One gold mines, fine old wolla, 
fine resources as yet uutouched, and It 
is impossible to utilize them 
until 


Chluu can depend on a Chinaman to do 
his duty conscientiously. 


"Dr. Crawford was telling how,In tho 


war with Franco several years ago, a 
shell wus shot from a Chinese gun Into 


explosion which would seriously In 
jure- tho vessel. 
It did not explode. 


They got skilled men to extract tho 
dangerous shell from the timbers of 
the ship, and, after maoh euro, tho 
shell was taken out and 
carefully 


opened, to be found filled with mud! 
Tho wily Chinamen, having no eon- 
science, extraoted tho powder, .sold it 
and put in tho mud."
